2) the interests of the movant are not being adequately represented by existing parties, or that it

is otherwise entitled to intervene;

The motion for leave to intervene shall be filed as early in the proceedings as possible to avoid
adverse impact on the existing parties or the disposition of the proceedings. Unless otherwise ordered by

the administrative law judge, the motion to intervene shall be filed at least twenty (20) days

hearing. Any later motion shall contain a statement of good cause for the failure to intervene earlier.

A person granted leave to intervene is a party to the proceeding. The intervenor shall be bound
by any agreement, arrangement or other matter previously determined in the case. The order granting
intervention may restrict the issues to be raised or otherwise condition the intervenor’s participation in the

proceeding. If appropriate, the administrative law Jjudge may order consolidation of petitions
and limit the number of representatives aliowed to participate in the proogédings. ’
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
